Seriously Endangered 


Belle Glade citizens felt the 
wrath of the Southern Bell tele- 
Phone strike early this week 
when fire knocked out the-ma- 
jority of telephone service at 
the local equipment plant. Fire- 
men were called to the plant 
shortly after three o'clock Mon- 
day morning. Fire inspectors 
said the fire was caused by a 
direct act of arson since a five- 
gallon can of kerosene had been 
dumped on three ladders and 
chairs and set ablaze in an aisle 
between long distance equip- 
ment. 


Telephone officials said all 


[connections to West Palm Beach 


were burned out. Early Mon- 
day only two cables remained 
intact with Miami and only 
three cables to Fort Pierce. Lat- 
er that morning as repairmen 
cleared the wreckage from the 
plant, service was gradually re- 
stored. More than half of the 
local service was gone, but much 
of it was restored by early 
Monday. All local service has 
been intact at least temporarily 
since 9 p.m. Monday. 

As police, telephone officials 
and the FBI began an extensive 
investigation, experts from as 
far away as Jacksonville were 
called to Belle Glade to esti- 
mate the cost of repairs which 
runs into thousands of dollars. 
Final repairs will probably run 
in excess of $50,000.
